The Andover Co-Op, a down- 
town institution and food shop- 
ping center for the town for 
many years, faces_ possible 
closing, depending on the action 
of the annual meeting on April 


The board of directors, in a 
letter to stockholders this 
week, said that it will recom- 
mend at the annual meeting, 
‘‘termination of operations and 
liquidation of the corporation,”’ 
due to decreasing revenues and 
increasing operating expenses. 

A vote of the membership is 
required and a two-thirds vote 
of approval of members present 
is needed to accept the board’s 
recommendation. 

Board members are hopeful 
that some more financing will 
be forthcoming before the an- 
nual session, pointing out in the 
letter that at least $150,000 on 
new equity capital would be 
necessary to put the corpora- 
tion in a firm financial 
position.” 

Viewing the problems of the 
Co-Op this week, Treasurer 
Kenneth P. Thompson describ- 
ed the plight as ‘‘A crying 
shame. It really is. 

‘‘We have have made tremen- 
dous strides in making im- 
provements at the Co-Op in re- 
cent years, but the overhead is 
just tremendous.’ 

Thompson cited management 
changes, pricing surveys, 
general. surveys and other ef- 
forts to make the Co-Op a con- 
tinuing Andover enterprise, but 
the increased overhead costs 
over which management has no 
control have hurt deeply. 

Such costs as electricity and 
fuel have doubled and personnel 
has been curtailed to a 
minimum considered safe to

Griggs added it would 
‘‘behoove us’’ to also come up 
with a letter to parents, similar 
to the one he and Superinten- 
dent Kenneth R. Seifert co- 
signed last April, describing the 
direction the schools would be 
taking. 

Before moving into discus- 
sion on its already over-due 
budget (see separate story), the 
committee also acted on a 
handful of personnel requests. 

They approved a job descrip- 
tion for an additional parttime 
math disabilities tutor at 
Shawsheen School, and 
accepted the resignations of 
Mrs. Linda Amundsen, in- 
strumental music teacher, 
effective at the end of the 
school year; John Boyle, high 
school English teacher, effec- 
tive March 21; and Mrs. Marni 
Lawson, head girls’ softball 
coach at the high school. 

‘‘T think the Town of Andover 
is losing a very, very good 
teacher,’’ Griggs said of Boyle, 
who is going into the restaurant

maintain a level of service An- 
dover people have come to ex- 
pect. 

Thompson noted the most un- 
fortunate statistics which has 
led to the current situation is 
the results of a survey taken a 
couple of months ago where it 
was determined that of the 3,- 
500 shareholders only ap- 
proximately 50 per cent were 
buying in the store. 

He noted that if every 
shareholder spent $4 or $5 more 
weekly at the store in which 
they own shares, the Co-Op 
would not be in the problem 
state it is in now. 

‘““There were complaints 
about the Co-Op being too high 
priced,’’ Thompson said. ‘‘Last 
Spring we rearranged the 
shelves and did some com- 
parison shopping and found that 
in every case the market basket 
leaving the store was priced 
either below or in line with 
other supermarkets in the 
area.” 

There were instances where 
one or two items were higher, 
but this is true in any com- 
parative test,’’ Thompson ex- 
plained. 

Despite this, apparently the 
‘message has not been convin- 
cing enough to a sufficient 
amount of people, Thompson 
said. 

‘‘If patronage by the 
shareholders was better - - if 
the owners were following the 
principles of the Co-Op move- 
ment and were patronizing 
their investment, we wouldn’t 
be having these problems,”’ the 
treasurer noted. 

There is still the hope that 
there will be sufficient interest 
among the stockholders to 
come up with the $150,000 by the 
time the April 8 meeting rolls 
around. This would be evidenc- 
ed by the people. who want to 
see the Co-Op continue as an 
Andover enterprise.

A Change 


Monday’s election results provide the school com- 
mittee with an altered makeup - - one which almost 
places Francis E. Griggs, Jr., back where he was five 
years ago as a self-confessed maverick. 

With the election of two people, Mrs. Elaine 
Viehmann and David R. Ahouse, who are considered 
moderates, the general tenor of the committee 
deliberations should resolve itself around the thoughts 
of the two new members being somewhat in opposition, 
to. those of George F. Olesen and John F.. Lyons. 

This, of course, would leave Dr. Griggs as the deci-' 
sion maker in some voting, and based on past perfor- 
mance, it can generally be said that his allegiance can- 
not always be firm to one side or another. 

With the election of Mrs. Viehmann and Mr. Ahouse, 
we think, more important than matters of allegiance or 
direction of voting, there should be some improvement 
in the so-called educational climate. 

No doubt there will be differences among the 
membership on many issues in the next year. 

But, we feel, there should be an abating of the hard- 
nosed opinion and feeling which has been rampant 
among members the past year. 

Quite possibly there will be a return for respect for 
another’s opinion on issues. There should be at least the 
intent to listen appreciatively to another viewpoint, 
even if one’s mind is set in another direction. 

Divergence of opinion is good for an elected com- 
mittee, such as the school board. 

What happened this past year in the direction of the 
school department may well have been good for the 
community. 

For many -years the direction of Andover’s 
educational program had a decidedly liberal format, if 
one subscribes to labels. 

That reign, or free hand as it were, ended with the 
election of a year ago and some tumultuous times in the 
months that followed. 

Now, the electorate has swung to those who profess to 
be of a moderate persuasion. 

The result is a five member board of varying com- 
position with an excellent opportunity to provide proper 
educational direction for the town. 

We trust that such will be forthcoming in the months 
ahead.

works, overcrowding in the 
secondary schools, and the 
guidance function at the high 
school. 

He said that during the cam- 
paign he did pick up a general 
dissatisfaction with the 
guidance department. Perhaps, 
he said, too much is being asked 
to them. 

He said that statewide, there 
is one guidance person per 250 
pupils, while at Andover High, 
the ratio is one for 500. 

‘IT am not a believer in man- 
dates,’ Ahouse went on. ‘‘but 
one of the messages I[ got was 
that the town was not looking 
for someone to grab flags of 
projects, but for someone who 
would get a more constructive 
effort out of the school com- 
mittee than in the past few 
months. 

He said he will try to make 
the meetings forums for dis- 
cussions. He himself stopped 
going to committee meetings 
last spring, after a petition was 
presented to the committee 
asking for public hearings for 
Ed Regan and Bill Becker. 

‘I felt the meetings were get- 
ting to the point,’’ he said, 
where they were no longer 
accepting useful contributions 
from the floor.

own personal desires. 

“I think,’ he said, ‘the com- 
munity was saying ‘that s 
wrong.” 

Lane said newcomers Elaine 
Viehmann and David Ahouse, 
who tag themselves 
“moderates, are ‘two people 
who will work hard and be 
respectful. They will make a 
meaningful contribution, 
without an axe to grind.”’ 

In his farewell appearance as 
committeeman last week, Lane 
said he hoped for new members 
who would have a ‘‘healing in- 
{luence’’ on the committee. 

At that time he also 
suggested that they set up two 
standing subcommittees, of 
people from the community, to 
study budgets and physical 
planning. 

A budget committee, he said, 
would be responsible around- 
the-year for digging into school 
finances. They would make a 
formal presentation when the 
committee began its budget 
deliberations. 

Such a subcommittee, Lane 
said, would drastically cut 
down on the time the school 
committee has to spend going 
over the budget line by line, and 
release the committee to con- 
centrate on educational pur- 
suits. 

The second subcommittee, he 
said, would study the physical 
plants and make long-range 


plans.

{hat group could study when 
and how the system needs to 
grow, for instance. Usually, 
Lane said, when it’s time for a 
new building or an addition, 
“it's a rush-rush thing.” 

Lane also took the opportuni- 
ty to lash out once again at the 
school committee Counsel 
James Murphy, who had earlier 
represented his colleagues in 
the ‘‘secret meeting case” 
Lane successfully brought 
against them. 

Lane said he thought the com- 
mittee was ‘‘getting ripped off”’ 
and that Murphy was offering 
very little to them. 


Lane and Murphy have been 
thorns in each others sides 
since the latter was named to 
be the committee’s counsel, at 
a fee of $400 a month until he or 
the committee terminate the 
agreement. 

There is a $5000 limit on legal 
expenditures by the committee, 
however they can appeal to the 
Finance Committee if they 
want more. 

Lane, who voted against the 
arrangement, said at a recent 
meeting that Murphy was not 
giving his opinions in writing to 
the committee, nor was he giv- 
ing the legal precedents for his 
opinions in writing.

The tonic is gone, but anemia is 
one of the most frequently en- 
countered conditions in medical 
practice according to Dr. David 
It. Deltanti. a professor of phar- 
macology at the University of 
Rhode Island College of Phar- 
MICY, 

Anemia is a general term for 
several problems with the forma- 
tion of red blood cells (RBCs). It 
may result from a nutritional 
deficiency, blood loss, a decrease 
in hemoglobin in RBCs, in- 
creased destruction of blood cells 
through disease or destruction of 
tissues Which produce the RBCs. 

The most common of the 
aunemias is an iron deficiency 
which affeets the hemoglobin of 
the RBCs and thereby limits 
their oxygen-carrying capacity. 
“While rarely fatal on its own, it 
is responsible for much ill-health 
and weakened conditions,’ Dr. 
Delanti said. “It is frequently 
cured by a change in diet, 
sumetimes with the addition of 
prescribed iron preparations or 
iron-containing vitamins.” 

‘The megalublastic anemias, 
such as pernicious anemia and 
tropical Sprue, appear less fre- 
quently. In addition to the 
yoneral weakness, tiredness and 
pallor of deficiency anemia, the

acid in the stomach, a sore 
tongue and loss of appetite. 

Meyaloblastic anemia was 
thought fatal until it was dis- 
covered that its vietims were un- 
able to absorb vitamin B12. This 
vitamin is essential for the 
yrowth of RBCs. The disease 1s 
now controlled by continued in- 
jections of Br2, and oral folic 
‘acid. There is also treatment for 
the lack of hydrochloric acid. 

Other anemias include 
erythroblastosis fetalis of the 
newborn resulting from an Rh in- 
compatability between the 
mother and the infant. This ‘‘blue 
haby’* condition is preventable if 
doctors are aware of the 
possibility at the time of the first 
birth. 

‘There is also sickle cell anemia 


a genetic condition most tre- 
quently found in’ blacks. While 
the disease can be predicted and 
remission increased with drugs, 
medical researchers are. still 
looking for a cure. 

At times, certain drugs, used in 
the treatment of cancer and 
other disorders can bring about 
an anemic state because they at- 
tack the tissues which produce 
RBCs and WBC. Physicians must 
decide when the threat of fatal 
anemia oulweights benefits of 
the drug, 

‘Many forms of anemia may 
mianifest themselves in early 
Slapes as a generalized weakened 
condition and therefore lend 
themselves to self-diagnosis and 
sell-treatment. This can be very 
dangerous and could be fatal,” 
bor. Delfanti warns. ‘Any form 
of anemia should be diagnosed by 
a physician and be treated with a 
program preseribed by him.”
